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The number of aircraft stationed at the field remained the same 
up to 17 February* All of the jet aircraft, except four, were 
painted gray-green. The four planes changed their locations three

Jeb fighters with swept wings and high rudder assemblies practiced 
flying over the field between 5 aid 10 February* They also flew 
at night between 10 p*m* and 1 a.ia* The visibility was clear during 
flying activity.
